M any antiwar activists welcomed the Presidency of Donald 
Trump, since he promised to reverse the neocon intervention- 
ist policies of the last four administrations. He agrees with the general 
consensus among sane people that the Iraq war was a colossal mis- 
take, but lied about his opposition to launching it.

HOPE SPRINGS ETERNAL 


OUR BRASH NEW PRESIDENT MIGHT HAVE SOME POSITIVE 
SURPRISES UP HIS SLEEVE— MAYBE. 


S cratching around for some rare good news 
concerning our bullyboy President, I’ve 
conjured up a couple of positive signs that may 
help you sleep better. The first concerns the ul- 
timate horror of global annihilation. The Donald's 
trembling finger on the nuclear-strike button 
could end, in less than an hour, most forms of 
recognizable life on planet Earth. It would no 
doubt obliterate all human life and pretty much 
everything else this side of the virtually inde- 
structible cockroach. 

The good news is that total nuclear devasta- 
tion will only come about if the United States and 
Russia, which possess most of the world’s nu- 
Clear arsenal, want to square off in a barroom 
brawl, deploying their most advanced death- 
dealing toys. As for North Korea, Pakistan, India 
and other countries stockpiling nukes, they can 
be stopped in their prelaunch tracks, given the 
sophistication of satellite surveillance. 

Yes, a nuclear attack by a rogue terrorist 
group or state is possible, but one of any serious 
consequence would require collaboration with 
a nation whose missile and other delivery sys- 
tems could be quickly neutralized because they 
are closely monitored. The only real danger is 
the two nuclear superpowers jockeying for a 
first-strike advantage. By dealing a preemptive 
deathblow, the instigator might gain some mea- 
sure of its own survivability. 

That supposedly winnable strategy is not an 
option entertained by even barely rational war 
planners. Oddly enough, it’s actually less likely 
thanks to Trump’s unusually friendly relationship 
with Russian ruler Viadimir Putin. As a matter of 
fact, a critical misunderstanding or accidental 
triggering of hostilities, say over Syria, is less 
probable now than during Barack Obama's more 
bellicose Democratic administration. 

It's also true that Trump is watched warily by 
the leadership of both major political parties, as 
well as by our government's intelligence agen- 
cies and the Pentagon. Were Trump to exhibit 
signs of the sort of mental breakdown once 
evidenced by Richard Nixon, it is likely that 
he would not be left alone with the launch- 
warheads button—or at least let’s hope not. 

So what's the other good news I’ve scrounged 
up? On that one | have to go out on a shaky limb, 
but | believe we might be getting some judicial 
restraint from Trump’s appointees to the U.S. 
Supreme Court. Trump's initial selection of federal 
appellate judge Neil Gorsuch to replace the de- 
ceased Antonin Scalia makes my optimism a bit 
of a stretch that might ultimately prove embar- 


rassing. But! must point out that Gorsuch shares 
Scalia’s ultraconservative judicial temperament, 
namely a strict bias toward the presumed intent 
of those who originally framed our Constitution. 

True, that means the Supreme Court is not 
likely to expand any definition of human rights 
by embracing much of the advances made since 
a bunch of rich white men—including a heavy 
dose of slave owners—presumed they were the 
best guardians of the citizenry’s freedom. But 
where the Founders were wise beyond the lim- 
its of their privileged position was in the matter 
of severely limiting the power of government to 
intrude on the sovereignty of the individual. 

Let me remind you that Antonin Scalia en- 
thusiastically sided with Chief Justice William 
Rehnquist, a Nixon appointee, in a landmark 
1988 decision: The Supreme Court unanimously 
ruled that HUSTLER Magazine had the Consti- 
tutionally guaranteed right of free speech when

it published a parody ad claiming preacher Jerry 
Falwell’s first sexual encounter was with his 
mother in an outhouse. Tasteless perhaps, but 
as Rehnquist noted, “In the world of debate 
about public affairs, many things done with mo- 
tives that are less than admirable are protected 
by the First Amendment.” 

That tradition of restraining governmental 
power is best represented on the current Court 
by another strict constructionist: Chief Justice 
John Roberts. Most notably, the George W. Bush 
appointee wrote a majority opinion that provided 
a ringing endorsement to extend the Fourth 
Amendment's scope to include protecting pri- 
vacy rights against warrantless searches of cell 
phones and computers in the Information Age. 

Hope springs eternal, and anyway, that’s all 
I've got. [7]

THE SURVIVAL OF CIVILIZATION MAY REST ON DONALD TRUMP 
AND ALL THE PRESIDENT’S OIL MEN. 


ust two days before climate-change denier 

Donald Trump was sworn in as President, 
the World Meteorological Organization announced 
that 2016 was the hottest year ever recorded on 
planet Earth. The milestone shattered the pre- 
vious high, set in 2015, which had supplanted 
2014's record-breaking temperature. It doesn’t 
take a climate scientist to notice a disturbing 
pattern: 16 of the 17 hottest years ever mea- 
sured have occurred since 2000. 

“It’s really the trend,” said Deke Arndt, chief 
of global climate monitoring for the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration. “The 
fact that we're punching at the ceiling every 
year now...is the real indicator that we're un- 
dergoing big changes.” How big? As The New 
York Times reported, “Temperatures are head- 
ing toward levels that many experts believe will 
pose a profound threat to both the natural world 
and to human civilization.” 

Trump’s cabinet is filled with climate-science 
deniers and fossil-fuel champions. During con- 
firmation hearings many were questioned by 
Democratic senators on whether they grasped 
the menace of rising global temperatures and 
sea levels thanks to the burning of fossil fuels. 
Faced with inarguable evidence and public scru- 
tiny, they all offered—in seemingly coordinated 
fashion—a new hedge against reality. 

“Science tells us that the climate is changing 
and that human activity in some manner impacts 
that change,” weaseled Scott Pruitt, Trump's 
pick to head the Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy. As Oklahoma's attorney general, Pruitt sued 
the EPA 14 times, often to block measures 
aimed at reducing man-made greenhouse gas 
emissions. “The ability to measure with preci- 
sion the degree and extent of that impact,” Pru- 
itt added, is “subject to continuing debate.” 

Actually, it isn’t. According to the latest report 
from the United Nations’ Intergovernmental 
Panel on Climate Change, “humans are the main 
cause of global warming since 1950 and most 
likely responsible for 100% of that temperature 
rise.” Environmental scientist Dana Nuccitelli, a 
writer for the British newspaper The Guardian, 
agrees with that finding. He warned, “The longer 
we deny and the less action we take, the more 
extreme the consequences will become.” 

At his confirmation hearing, former Texas 
Governor Rick Perry—Trump’s oil-lovin’ nomi- 
nee to head the Department of Energy—par- 
roted Pruitt: “I believe the climate is changing. 
| believe some of it is naturally occurring, but 
some of it is also caused by man-made activity.” 


Some of it? Climate scientists are quite 
clear: Humans are totally to blame for global 
warming! 

Michael Mann, director of the Earth System 
Science Center at Pennsylvania State Univer- 
sity, explains, “Yes, natural factors influence cli- 
mate. But natural factors, such as volcanoes 
and changing solar intensity, have actually been 
nudging the climate in the direction of slight 
cooling over the past half century. It is only the 
human factor—i.e., the burning of fossil fuels 
and resulting increase in the ‘greenhouse ef- 
fect’—that can explain the warming.” 

Just days after Trump’s inauguration the 
Doomsday Clock, introduced in 1947 by the 
Bulletin of the Atomic Scientists, was moved 
forward 30 seconds. That's the closest it has 
inched toward apocalypse since 1953. “It is now 
two and a half minutes to midnight,” the Bulletin 
darkly proclaimed. 

The Doomsday Clock was originally conceived 
as a symbolic warning for a planet nearing nu- 
Clear self-destruction. But in January of this year 
the Bulletin's board members cited, among other 
factors, the escalating danger of global warming 
to “the future of humanity.” 

“The political situation in the United States is 
of particular concern,” they intoned. “The Trump

transition team has put forward candidates for 
cabinet-level positions—especially the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency and Energy Depart- 
ment—who foreshadow the possibility that 
the new administration will be openly hostile to 
progress toward even the most modest efforts 
to avert catastrophic climate disruption.” 

That the clock was moved less than a 
full-minute increment for the very first time 
“reflects a simple reality”: Trump, who has in- 
sinuated that climate change was a “hoax” 
perpetrated by China, had “been the U.S. Presi- 
dent only a matter of days” when the adjust- 
ment was made. 

In those few days the new administration 
was busy: It scrubbed all references to climate 
change from the White House website, imposed 
press lockdowns at science-based federal agen- 
cies and even deleted tweets by various national 
parks referencing the record amount of hydro- 
carbons in the atmosphere. 

All of the President's deniers seem to believe 
in evolution now. Make that evolution of their 
positions on climate change—at least while 
putting on a good show to garner confirmation. 
How long it will take them to catch up with re- 
ality, however, may well determine whether hu- 
manity survives. The clock is now ticking. [iJ

Fucking amateurs! \ 
FOX News has been 
doing that for years, 
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to resemble their master’s style and person- 

ality. Ron Ziegler was as oily and defensive as 
Richard Nixon. Joseph Goebbels aped 
Hitler's frantic, melodramatic ha- 
rangues. And now we have Don- 
ald Trump’s mouthpiece, Sean 
Spicer, channeling his chief's 
raw-skinned bluster and aggres- 
sive ignorance before the cam- 
eras. He even looks a little like Trump, with the 
blond mane and eyebrows, ruddy complexion 
and wild tough-guy act. 

Although not widely known until his recent 
promotion, Spicer, unlike many of The Donald’s 
appointments, has some actual experience for 
his new job, serving yeoman duty as commu- 
nications director for the Republican National 
Committee and assistant U.S. trade repre- 
sentative for media and public affairs 
under Shrub Bush. He was also co- 
founder of Endeavour Global 
Strategies, a public relations 
firm representing foreign 
governments and corpora- 
tions doing business with 
Uncle Sam. 

The latter experience might be why he 
was chosen, as Trump has ongoing busi- 
ness investments in 25 nations on the planet—in- 
cluding Egypt, Saudi Arabia and Qatar, all curiously 
exempted from his seven-nation Muslim travel ban, 
even though two of those exemptees provided ter- 
rorists who have attacked and killed Americans, 
while the seven “bad” nations have provided exactly 
none. The Trump brand, it seems, trumps national 
security priorities. 

After a U.S. district judge issued a nationwide re- 
straining order on the travel ban, Spicer defended it 
because, “The President's order is intended to protect 
the homeland, and he has the Constitutional author- 
ity and responsibility to protect the American peo- 
ple.” Here we go again with the fascist “homeland” 
meme that George W. Bush introduced. We're under 
siege from the Muslim hordes that hate our way of 
life—except for those living in the shadows of 
Trump's businesses. 

Spicer laid down the gauntlet at his first unofficial 
meet and greet with the White House press corps on 
January 21, storming the podium to castigate the 
whole mainstream media for supposedly downplay- 
ing the new President’s inauguration. “This was the 
largest audience to ever witness an inauguration— 
period! Both in person and around the globe,” he 
thundered, as if the Second Coming of Christ had 
been demeaned. He went on to scold the gathered 
reporters and their bosses for a conspiracy to doctor 
photos of the crowd on the National Mall. He blamed 
newly installed white covers on the grounds that 
“had the effect of highlighting any areas where peo- 
ple were not standing, while in years past the grass 
eliminated this visual.” 

Actually, those white covers had been used to 
protect the Mall’s grass during Obama’s second in- 
auguration, in 2013. If a layer of snow had been de- 
posited the night before, Spicer would probably have 
denounced CNN’s pact with the devil or maybe ac- 
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cused the CIA of using snow-making machines. 

Aerial photo comparisons of crowds at Obama’s 
2009 inauguration (estimated at 1.8 million people) 
versus Trump’s clearly demonstrate that Obama’s 
was larger. Crowd scientists at Manchester Metropol- 
itan University in Britain estimated that only 160,000 
people were on the National Mall for Trump’s swear- 
ing in. Spicer continued to cite other false metrics: 
that D.C. Metro ridership totaled 420,000 people 
versus 317,000 for Obama’s second inaugural—total 
bullshit. The actual figures were 571,000 for Trump 
versus a whopping 783,000 for Obama in 2013. In- 
terestingly, the second biggest day in D.C. Metro's 
entire history was January 21, with over 1 million 
trips for the Women’s March. 

“This was also the first time that fencing and 
magnetometers went as far back on the Mall,” Sean 
continued, “preventing hundreds of thousands of 
people from being able to access the Mall as quickly 
as they had in inaugurations past.” But the Secret 
Service and other law enforcement agencies stated 
that no magnetometers were used that day, although 
they had been used in past inaugurations. Again, you 
got it completely ass-backwards, Sean. Confronted 
with this inconvenient fact-checking, Spicer later 
emphasized the “around the globe” phrase of his 
statement about the most-watched inauguration in 
history. But even this was pulled out of thin air: Ac- 
cording to Nielsen, 30.6 million watched Trump’s 
coronation on TV, versus 37.8 million for Obama in 
2009 and a record 41.8 million for Reagan in 1981. 

Having dumped this pile of steaming turds, Spic- 
er then fled without fielding a single question or 
challenge from the baffled reporters, pretty much 





designating them as enemy combatants against 
the new administration and making clear that is- 
sues over King Trump’s monstrous vanity—the size 
of his inaugural crowds, the size of his 
hands and maybe the size of his cramped 
brain—will continue to occupy center stage 
over the next four years. 
A few days later, after all 
his lies and errors had been 
exposed, after the Washing- 
ton Post awarded him four Pinoc- 
chios and CNN compared him to 
“Baghdad Bob,” Spicer gave his 
first official press briefing 
and argued that, “I think 
sometimes we can disagree with 
the facts,” while Trump cam- 
paign manager Kellyanne Con- 
way suggested that he had 
been dealing in “alternative facts” 
—in other words, bullshit. Or as Ron- 
ald Reagan said, “Facts are stupid things.” 
Which means, in typical 
GOP fashion, policy will 
be based mainly on faith 
and mythical convictions, 
not on facts, evidence and proven knowledge. So 
Spicer’s title really should be Minister of Propaganda. 
On Saturday Night Live, Melissa McCarthy per- 
formed a hilarious, gum-smacking send-up of Spicer, 
looking uncannily like him: “When he [Trump] entered 
the room, the crowd greeted him with a standing ova- 
tion, which lasted a full 15 minutes! And you can check 
the tape on that. Everyone was smiling! Everyone 
was happy! The men all had erections, and every sin- 
gle one of the women was ovulating left and right!” 
It's clear SNL and all comedians will have no 
shortage of material to work with given the buffoon- 
ery of Trump and his gung ho mouthpiece. Spicer 
had some prior practice making an ass of himself 
before his new role, when he defended Melania’s 
speech before the Republican National Convention, 
a speech blatantly plagiarized from Michelle Obama's 
years before. He actually quoted the My Little Pony 
character Twilight Sparkle, along with Notorious B.I.G., 
as other possible sources for Melania’s inspiration. 
On January 1, Spicer appeared on ABC, pleading 
with America to please, please stop making fun of 
his boss: “And instead of trying to mock him or un- 
dermine him, it’s time that people started to give him 
credit for actually getting things done.” Sorry, Sean, 
but by January 1st your hero hadn't done a damn 
thing to be given credit for, and he still hasn't, except 
to cause unholy chaos at home and abroad. On De- 
mocrats challenging many of Trump's unqualified 
cabinet appointees, Spicer whined again, “The mere 
idea that [Democratic senators] are not even show- 
ing up to committee hearings is outrageous.” 
Listen up, Spice Boy: For eight long years Repub- 
licans deliberately and cynically obstructed every 
single initiative of President Obama, no matter how 
compromised. He extended the olive branch repeat- 
edly, and your radical fire-breathers beat the shit out 
of him with it, including the unprecedented blocking 
of a Supreme Court nominee for nearly a year. So get 
used to righteous payback, Asshole—the resistance 
to Fiihrer Forrest Trump has only just begun.

model girlfriend, Amy Wilder, he is focused on cre- te, ee 
ating hand-sewn corsets, brass aviator goggles 
and custom-made sex toys. Together the couple 
bridge fetish, kink and their favorite genre. We sat 
down with them to talk Victorian-era sex, antique dil- j 
dos, Morse code butt plugs and, of course, steampunk. >> : | aap 
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HUSTLER: Steampunk isn’t exactly run-of-the-mill. How did you 
get into it? 

THOMAS WILLEFORD: | have been into steampunk since the 1980s. | 
am 52 years old. | was really into Victorianism when | was younger. My 
grandparents helped raise me, and they had a big Victorian house. | 
loved science fiction, history and thus the history of science fiction. 
Steampunk technically became a genre in the ’80s. Before that there 
were steampunk things, like that old television show The Wild Wild 
West, but a guy named K.W. Jeter coined the term in a conversation 
he had online with some friends. He wanted to call it steampunk, in- 
stead of cyberpunk. Cyberpunk was huge in the ’80s. | had light-up 
shirts and computer equipment stuck to me half the time. 

AMY WILDER: You still have that. [Laughs.] 

THOMAS: | have been into steampunk since 1989, before it was a thing. 
Not until about 2004 did steampunk really catch on. | remember going 
to science fiction conventions in my gear, and people really took notice. 
Like, “What the hel/ is that?” Now | go, and they try to tell me what I’m 
wearing is not steampunk. “Dude, | have socks older than you.” 


But what exactly is the concept behind steampunk? 
THOMAS: Most science fiction is about a speculative future, what peo- 
ple think the future will be like. Steampunk is a speculative past: What 


Along with being a steampunk babe, you are also a model. How 
did a nerd like you get into modeling? 

AMY: When | first met Thomas, | was a mainstream bikini model. The 
fact that | was a nerd was a well-kept secret. | did the bikini contests. 
| worked at Hooters. | did all the cliché things that girls who want to 
bikini-model do. Thomas kind of pushed me to start modeling steam- 
punk. | thought no one would want to see me do that, but | was wrong. 
| mean, | got into modeling to play dress-up, and steampunk is so much 
more fun than bikinis. | went to college to study art. | have a double 
major, fashion design and sequential art, with a minor in sculpture. | 
knew | wanted to make corsets. | had this vision that one day | would 
make my own line of Victorian-inspired lingerie. | didn’t realize it at the 
time, but | was a budding steampunk. 


You were destined for the genre. 

AMY: Because | came into steampunk when it was an established cul- 
ture, as opposed to [Thomas], who helped invent it, | had found a place 
where | was welcome to be creative alongside my love of historical 
costume, the Victorian era and science fiction. If you are interested in 
human sexuality, the Victorian era is the most interesting time to study. 
All the fetishism and modern taboos happened then. 

THOMAS: And the invention of the vibrator!

would it have been like /f? It’s retro-futuristic, but the core is this: What 
if something had been different? 

AMY: It’s not like a lot of other subcultures because it came about with 
the evolution of the internet. Not a lot of subcultures came into their 
own at that time, so steampunk grew online. 


Amy, how did you get into steampunk? 

AMY: | was super nerdy in high school. | was made fun of, | never got 
asked to dances, | didn’t have a lot of friends, and the cheerleaders 
were not nice to me. | was really into anime and comic books, so | 
started attending conventions and seeing steampunk people. | just 
thought it was so cool. | have been a big fan of antiques since | was 
little, and | love historical costuming, so it just blew my mind that you 
could mix historical costumes with being a giant science fiction nerd. 
| loved Atlantis and Treasure Planet as a kid. | never thought | could be 
steampunk because | couldn't build my own [costume], which usually 
requires a mix of soft Victorian looks and mechanical gear. At first | had 
a really lame outfit. The first time | met Thomas, | was wearing it. He 
wasn’t too impressed. When | found steampunk, | felt as though | had 
found a place where | could be an original. | could do my own thing, 
dress up as my own character, because in steampunk everyone is their 
own character. 


AMY: Yes! The invention of the vibrator. The popularization of women 
in high heels. The corset. It wasn’t the first time that people looked at 
sexuality as taboo, but it was a turning point for the way society spoke 
about sex and sexuality. There are so many interesting parallels that 
you can draw with the Victorian days to today. For me, steampunk was 
like, “Hey! You love Victorian costuming and you are a giant nerd? Wel- 
come!” It’s about using your imagination and creativity. It’s the ultimate 
artistic genre. | try to explain it to people like this: Picture the Victorian 
times if the crazy inventions they were trying to develop actually 
worked. That's steampunk. It’s a big historical what-if. I'll let Mr. “I In- 
vented Steampunk” take over now. 


Thomas, did you really invent steampunk? 

THOMAS: It’s going to sound arrogant if | say | did. | didn’t invent it, but 
| helped develop “the look.” | was the first making a lot of costumes 
and inventions. | was the original steampunk mad scientist. | think one 
of the appeals is this [holds up an iPhone]: This is ugly. It has no grace 
whatsoever. If they made vibrators look better, people would be less 
funny about using them or keeping them in their homes. 


Like if it was something that could just sit on the shelves along- 
side your books and look like a piece of art—I get it. Let’s talk >> 
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about this steampunk vibrator that Amy is modeling in the pho- 
toshoot. 

AMY: We made that together. That is our collaboration. 

THOMAS: The bottom of the toy is actually a telephone from the 1910s. 
It's an antique. The brass bit is part of a microscope, and the actual vi- 
brator is a modern vibrator that fit perfectly into the parts. It just clicked 
together. We made that vibrator in 30 minutes. 

AMY: We styled that whole shoot with pieces from our house. The 
clockwork bikini | am wearing is a piece Thomas designed before | 
met him. At one point | had jokingly made a steampunk thong, and a 
bunch of people got mad, so we decided to make a real steampunk 
thong and bikini. | drew up the designs for the thong using panties | 
loved and my own additions, and Thomas made it. We codesigned the 
perfect steampunk bikini. 

THOMAS: When | say we can make something in 30 minutes, it’s be- 
cause we have a workshop in our house. 

AMY: That vibrator we made is one of a kind, but we are working on how 
we could make more and sell it to people. | think that most people would 
be happy to have that on their shelves! People would just assume it 
was a cool rocket and then be shocked to find out it’s a sex toy. 
THOMAS: We did an experiment. We put this rocket vibrator on the 
shelves in our living room for a month to see if anyone who came over 
would notice it. Granted, | have a lot of crazy old sculptures in our 
house, but people were just curious about it as a piece of art before 
they figured out it was a toy. Again, we live in a technologically grace- 
less age. Even televisions now—flat screens are so ugly. Remember 


when they were in unique wood cabinets? | put frames around my flat 
screens because that way they look like paintings. We live like steam- 
punks in our home every day. 


How do you make your inventions? It’s such a mix of unusual ma- 
terials. You aren’t exactly building a coffee table. 

THOMAS: | like to use tools in any way but their intended use. If I’m 
working with leather, I'll use a power drill. I’ll use a band saw to cut 
leather. About 20 years ago | wanted to see laser-cut leather, but | could 
never find any. A friend of mine had a laser, so we put leather on it. It 
made a horrible stench and caught on fire, but we eventually figured 
it out. Now this laser-cut leather has become a big thing. We pioneered 
that look. 


How do things go in the workshop when you are creating and de- 
signing stuff together? 

THOMAS: Amy isn’t afraid of getting her hands dirty. Most people don’t 
want to learn; they just want to know. They just want to show off what 
they know. It drives me crazy. | have kicked many people out of my 
shop because they don’t listen. This is my little world—tI’m the king 
here. Now, I’ve had amazing interns and worked with great people, 
but many don’t understand that they came to me to learn. 

AMY: | love you. [Laughs.] | was eager. 

THOMAS: | have done so many different types of jobs. Tailoring, leather- 
work, roofing, carpentry, construction, electronics, interior design, mold 
making, sculpting... 





AMY: In your 20s you did that kink furniture repair business in England. 
THOMAS: Yes, | did. Both in England and in D.C. 

AMY: He was terribly discreet when repairing furniture. 

THOMAS: | once worked on a cage that still had a woman tied up inside 
it. She was the owner's submissive, so she wasn’t allowed to speak to 
me while | worked. This job repairing furniture was my introduction to 
the kink world. This was almost three decades ago, when people were 
still quiet about fetish and kink. It all started while | was working re- 
pairing antiques and interiors of people’s homes, mostly Victorian 
restoration. One day this older woman was watching me as | worked 
on her home, and she suddenly asked me if | could be “discreet.” | 
nodded, and she took me upstairs. | thought it was going to be a Mrs. 
Robinson thing—I was a young man at the time—but she opened up 
a closet, and there was this big Saint Andrew’s Cross that was broken. 
She had used it with her lover, not her husband, and wanted it fixed 
before he found out. From then on word got around that | was good at 
being discreet, and the fetish and kink people started hiring me. 


How did you and Amy meet? 

THOMAS: | had been very well known for making corsetry and cos- 
tumes at science fiction conventions. Amy came up to me with a friend 
of hers. She was interested in interning for me, so she gave me her 
number. | actually threw it out three times. She would hand me her 
number, and | would toss it away. 


AMY: | listed him in my phone as “Mean Corset Guy.” 

THOMAS: A few years ago | was headed to a convention in Atlanta to 
sell corsets, and my assistant bailed last minute. | remembered Amy, 
so | got her contact, called her up and asked if she was interested in 
working at the convention for me. | needed her to do makeup too and 
model, so she sent me some photos of some makeup she had done 
on herself. It was great and she was terribly cute. Adorable. 

AMY: | impressed him that day. He went off to do a panel and told me 
not to touch anything, but | didn’t listen. When he came back, | had 
broken down his booth and put everything away correctly. 

THOMAS: She was also amazing at sales. She would sell everything, 
so | asked her to work for me at the next big convention. Of course | 
found her attractive—l’m not made of stone—but | was also trying to 
keep it professional. I’m not an aggressive guy when it comes to 
women. | knew she was interested, but | resisted. 

AMY: | spent so much time trying to seduce him, | thought | was going 
crazy. | remember being in an elevator with him going up to the room 
we were sharing, and | said, “I’m a little drunk. | would love to snuggle.” 
And he points me to my separate bed! 

THOMAS: | was working! 

AMY: At one point during the convention we were so close, our mouths 
were practically touching, and | said, “You look like you are going to 
kiss me.” He walked across the floor to go to the front desk and get 
me my own separate hotel room. >> 
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Thomas! You were being the ultimate, prudish Victorian! 
THOMAS: | was, but it worked. 


How do steampunks flirt? 

AMY: Look, a lot of people who are into steampunk are nerds. We were 
not the popular kids, and a lot of us got into steampunk because it’s a 
safe place, especially when it comes to the opposite sex. In steampunk 
you don’t have to follow the rules of modern flirting. Instead it’s like, 
“M'lady, may | take your arm and escort you?” That’s an acceptable 
way to flirt at a steampunk convention. 


What is the difference between someone getting steampunk and 
someone who does not? 

AMY: | get out with the general public more, so I'll take this one. As 
someone who goes out into the world and spreads the gospel of 
steampunk, | have been with a lot of photographers who think it’s just 
a fashion statement. “Oh, it’s that thing with the clocks? Why don’t you 
Call it clockpunk?” They don’t get it. They think you can just glue a gear 
on everything, and then it’s steampunk. That's not it. What makes 
something specifically steampunk is that it has to have historical, 
mainly Victorian influences, altered to the future. You can take a Victo- 
rian gown, cut it up the front, throw a ray gun in alongside some 
makeup that no one in the Victorian age could get, and then you are 
getting close. Steampunk women don’t stay at home and behave. They 
invent vibrators. 


AMY: None taken! | am the hot blond chick who also has a cool steam- 
punk outfit. In steampunk it helps to be cute, but if there is a hot girl 
in a lame Halloween costume and an older lady in an incredibly put- 
together outfit, the crowd is following the put-together old lady. Steam- 
punk is more about creativity than the person doing it. 


I see, so the sex appeal is in your creative costuming? 

AMY: When it comes to sex appeal, | think that gets complicated. The 
sex appeal with steampunk is just as contentious as it was in the Vic- 
torian era. You’ve got a dichotomy of people who keep it classically 
Victorian by religiously following all the stuffy rules of that time period, 
and then you have other people who look at it as being punks in the 
Victorian era. Steampunk ladies wear pants, leather and bikinis! | think 
steampunk becomes cool because you get an unintentional re-creation 
of the tense discussions about sexuality. 

THOMAS: Because | make leather items, | also sell my creations at 
fetish events. You would be surprised at how much crossover there is 
between the steampunk world and the fetish world. It's funny to have 
some guy come up and call me “Good sir” when last time | saw him 
he was tied upside down to a cross. Kink is big too. Kinky nerd events. 
Think about it, the Victorians had fun with this kind of stuff. 

AMY: We are starting our own company, Dr. Baebenstein’s Lab: Hysteria 
Prevention Devices and Other Discreet Products for Ladies. It’s a 
steampunk sex line. You know, we'll make lube and put it in a beautiful 
container, but call it Bum Balm. The advertisements will all be a throw-

THOMAS: Prevalent technology tends to help shape our culture. We all 
have cell phones. There is the joke that millennials live life staring at 
their phones. That is technology shaping a culture. The Victorians were 
a product of their technology. If you accelerate technology too fast, you 
create “future shock,” and people can’t keep up. 

AMY: It’s happening now! 

THOMAS: Right, but the Victorians had it worse. Steampunk is taking that 
fast-forward button and pushing on it as hard as possible. Smash it down, 
and you get people who don’t know how to survive in this new world. 
AMY: You take an era where people were still slightly convinced that light 
bulbs were powered by demons, and you pretend it’s an era where some- 
one also invented a robot. You got all kinds of material to work with. 
THOMAS: The acceleration is the punk element. It’s where it gets bru- 
tal, but you still have this Victorian optimism. 


Is there a steampunk snobbery? 

THOMAS: Come on, you get three people together, and two of them 
are going to complain about the third. Any group will have its snobbery. 
lam a snob—it’s not about what you were born into, but how you be- 
have, and | hope to get worse as | get older. [Laughs.] One of the cool 
things about steampunk, which is unlike any other subculture, is that 
itis not youth-based. At a steampunk event the 75-year-old guy might 
just be the coolest man in the room. It’s not just all about the hot blond 
chick. No offense, my love. 


back to the Victorian era, when they marketed vibrators to ladies as 
“stress relievers” and showed girls rubbing them on their arms. We all 
know it’s not for that. We want to market sex toys in this way. Hysteria 
prevention products! Lube in a glass bottle with a cork and a paper 
label. Colors and leather cuffs that look so pretty, you would wear them 
with your outfit. We want to bring the art back into sex. 

THOMAS: Today sex toys can be connected and powered through your 
phone with apps. Really? You don’t spend enough time on your phone? 
AMY: New sex toys are neon and ugly. Thomas made an antique sex 
toy called The Violet Wand. There are glass inserts that run electric cur- 
rents through it. It’s so cool. We want to make things that are beyond. 
Imagine a butt plug that you can do Morse code with. Tap, tap, tap. It 
seems silly, but imagine learning about Morse code with your sex 
partner by playing with their ass. That's so cool! Sex should be fun. 
You should be able to laugh with your partner without that ruining 
the mood. 

THOMAS: | am a big fan of play. People who say they don’t play games 
just are not good at them. 

AMY: We want to make approachable, beautiful sex toys. We want to 
spread the gospel of steampunk. [3]

f you've watched porn and/or masturbated at any point in the past

with Fleshlight, the popular sex aid for men. Designed by Steve 

Shubin in the late ’90s, Fleshlight has become one of the best-sell- 
ing toys and fastest-growing sex toy companies. Having used the prod- 
uct, we can attest to the fact that it definitely works. 

Steve Shubin is CEO of this sex toy empire. Alongside his wife and 
sons, he runs a homegrown family business with one goal in mind: 
sexual pleasure. Shubin recounted a story about how the Fleshlight 
came to be. His wife was pregnant with twins, and the doctor recom- 
mended against having sex, so he set out to find a toy that could satisfy 
his urges. What he found was a weak market that offered no aid for 
men that could even pretend to re-create sex with a woman. And so 
he forged his mighty product. In other words, Shubin’s sex drive pro- 
pelled him toward a multimillion-dollar business. 

Of course the toy owes much of its popularity to the Fleshlight 
girls—a small army of favorite porn stars whose pussies and buttholes 
have been molded for your self-fellating pleasure. Stars like Joanna 
Angel, Kayden Kross, Teagan Presley and Angela White have all made 
the trip to the company’s Texas home base so that you can come as 
Close to coming inside them as possible. 

Which brings us to the molding process, the task of replicating 
women’s orifices for mass consumption. The sculptors have probably 
the second-best job in the world, after male porn studs. It entails get- 
ting up close to the stars’ intimate parts, watching women mastur- 
bate till their vaginas are ready for molding and, of course, testing the 
merchandise. 
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We were curious to see the molding process in action, so we 
reached out and were invited to Austin, Texas, to witness this magical 
event. The star being molded for our visit was Cherry Devivre, one of 
the most popular camgirls from Flirt4Free.com. True to form, Cherry 
was camming during her molding process. “You have no idea—it’s like 
avery historic moment here. | have to get as wet as possible,” Cherry 
told her adoring fans as she rubbed her clit with a wand. She was nerv- 
ous and excited, yet very much in her element. The first part of the 
molding requires that the model masturbate to get her pussy wet and 
open for business.

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umans have been finding creative 

ways to pleasure themselves since 

the dawn of civilization, inventing a 

fascinating array of techniques to 
pursue the art of onanism, a fancy word for 
masturbation, which is a fancy word for rub- 
bing one out. 

The world’s oldest sex toys were recently 
discovered in Germany: prehistoric phal- 
luses dating back 28,000 years, formed from 
dried camel dung and stone. While some 
might wince at the thought of putting Palae- 
olithic dung dildos anywhere near one’s fun 
parts, their form and function set a prece- 
dent that would continue for millennia. 

Ceremonial, marital and interpersonal mo- 
tivations would all become part of the history 
of masturbation, and some of the results were 
truly eye-popping. Ancient Greeks were the 
first to cover carved penises in leather or an- 
imal intestines to create a more humanlike 
experience for the user, while Chinese nobil- 
ity used cock rings made from goat eyelids, 
often with the eyelashes still attached to 
achieve a heightened sense of stimulation. 

Flash forward several thousand years. As 
we enter an age of unprecedented advance- 
ment in the fields of computing, 3D printing 
and artificial intelligence (Al), HUSTLER ex- 
plores the new sexual horizons and asks 
where things are headed. We sat down with 
experts in the fields of sex and technology 
to find answers. What we learned is that 
with a new range of stimulatory virtual re- 
ality (VR) programs promising interactive 
XXX experiences, things are about to get 
very interesting when it comes to our alone 
time. No phallic rocks required. Unless, of 
course, that’s your thing. 

Whether your preferred method of self- 
pleasure involves making the scene with a 
magazine or typing one-handed while nav- 
igating the world of online porn, a tech surge 
is about to completely change the way we 
jack or jill off. Just like our media, commu- 
nication and data, sex is going digital. “In re- 
cent years adult-pleasure companies and tech 
start-ups have developed sex toys that con- 
nect to wireless networks, creating a nascent 
industry known as ‘teledildonics,’” reports 
assistant editor Charlie McCann in The Econ- 
omist’s 1843 magazine. When the financial 
publications start taking note of sex-tech, 
it’s time for the rest of us to pay attention. 

There is much talk of teledildonics at the 
moment. In fact, the word is becoming nor- 
malized before many of us realize what it is. 
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So let’s break it down. Teledildonics is the future of virtual sex. It’s an 
interactive, erotic experience that can be controlled remotely by either 
a person or artificial intelligence. Users can manipulate remote sexual 
devices via their internet connection. It’s completely changed the cam- 
girl industry, and now it’s expanding even further. 

A Dutch company called Kiiroo is the most recognizable brand 
within the teledildonics industry. They have developed two unique mas- 
turbatory aids: the Onyx for men and the Pearl for women. The Onyx, 
which has been created in partnership with Fleshlight, serves as a 
boxed sheath into which a user places his man bits. When the corre- 
sponding Pearl vibrator is utilized, there is a synchronicity between the 
two that allows the recipient to feel as if they are being touched directly 
by another person. The devices can be used in correspondence with a 
camgirl or a partner via Skype. If a party places their hand around the 
Pearl, the sensation within the Onyx will replicate that feeling, one 
grasp, tug or squeeze at a time. 

Kiiroo CEO Toon Timmermans explains that while the existing tech- 
nology brought people together, there was still a disconnect present: 
“We wanted to add that next dimension to the internet, so people can 
feel each other as well as see or hear. From day one that was the goal, 
devices that created the real feeling of intercourse.” 


time.” Far from viewing his creations as simply sex toys, McMullen 
has taken a background in the arts and applied it to his current passion: 
“I started out as an artist, and by happenstance | became an engineer 
and a designer and all these other things. | do, however, look at this 
primarily as my art. It’s my chosen medium to create these dolls.” 

RealDoll has recently started its foray into Al and robotics. “It’s been 
an obvious, appealing idea to animate the dolls,” says McMullen. “One 
of the things which always held me back was essentially at that point you 
have a remote-control doll. There’s nothing behind it. No substance. 
There needed to be a self-perpetuating artificial intelligence that runs 
the doll. Something that has its own functionality and purpose. It’s ex- 
pressing what the doll is supposed to be feeling or saying.” 

To get a full grasp of what they’re planning, we need to examine 
how artificial intelligence actually works. What we discovered is that 
for artificial intelligence to function, there has to be a “bot” behind it. 
But what the hell is a bot? To find out, we spoke with Barry Prender- 
gast, a leading bot designer who works for the British government. 

“Very simply put, a bot is just a marketing term,” says Prendergast, 
instantly debunking our romanticized, Skynet-influenced ideas. “There 
are a couple of types, but what | am describing is no different than an 
app on your phone. A bot is like any other piece of software; it has a

The Onyx can connect to a video containing special “subtitles” that 
send a signal directly to the device. “Most VR adult videos are POV,” says 
Timmermans. “You can explore this world in 360 degrees. Suddenly 
this beautiful girl walks into the room, pulls out your dick, and you start 
to feel the device moving up and down. You don’t have to do a thing.” 

Kiiroo has also expanded into gaming and VR with outlets such as 
ThrixXXX and Red Light Center, platforms that connect to their products. 
Basically they are virtual worlds, like The Sims, except you can bang 
the characters. “In this game you can walk in this virtual world where 
avatars have sex with each other,” Timmermans enthuses. “When they 
have sex, you feel the same thing that the avatar is experiencing in 
the game.” 

From avatars we move to the next stage of tech, sex robots. One 
company shifting in that direction is RealDoll. RealDolls are extremely 
lifelike artificial dolls. These days they are almost a household name, 
having been embraced by Hollywood and popular culture—you’ve 
seen them in Lars and the Real Girl and Sons of Anarchy. With a price 
tag that can reach five figures, these dolls are more of a lifestyle choice 
than a casual investment. Matt McMullen, CEO of RealDoll, describes 
his work as creating “life-size, anatomically correct, poseable sili- 
cone dolls.” 

“But they’re much more than that,” adds McMullen, his longish 
black hair, art-strewn office and relaxed demeanor framing him as a 
Gen X success story. “For the people who become doll enthusiasts, the 
dolls become characters in their life. The thing that they’re looking for- 
ward to coming home to, especially if they’ve lived alone for a long 


job to do. It takes inputs and processes them. Then it performs an ac- 
tion off the back of the inputs it’s processed.” 

In short, bots use natural language processing to take an estimated 
guess as to how to interact. This is the basis of artificial intelligence. 
Prendergast explains how Google is an app that is informed by bots. 
“They have these things called crawlers, and their sole purpose is to 
visit every site on the internet and record information about them into 
an index in Google's central servers. That's a bot.” 

From that base chatbots have evolved, conversational interfaces 
that are Prendergast's area of specialty. “What that means is, instead 
of pressing a button, | can ask or tell it things,” he elaborates. “Between 
the interface and the regular software is some natural language pro- 
cessing. It’s trying to interpret the text and then match that to some 
software logic, so that it recognizes commands and keywords.” 

It's this kind of tech that McMullen wants for the next stage of 
RealDoll. “I want an Al that could actually simulate a relationship,” he 
says. McMullen’s vision is to create a doll that gives back emotionally, 
as well as providing physical companionship. The new virtual reality 
developments RealDoll is working on were inspired by McMullen’s 
awareness that not everybody wants to commit to having a live-in 
robot lover. “Having a doll is a lifestyle change,” he says. “If you live 
alone and you have an extra room, it’s not a problem, but if you have 
family in and out all the time, you probably won’t want to explain to 
them why there’s a robot in the house. We decided that it would be 
cool to create a virtual environment where you could experience that 
same interaction, without actually having the physical doll. The idea >>

is that people will be able to create their own very unique version. Give 
her aname, assign her an onscreen avatar and personality traits. From 
there you have this foundation that you build on by interacting further 
with that Al.” 

The more you talk to her, the more you interact with her, the better 
the doll gets to know you and vice versa. “That, to me, is like simulating 
a relationship,” says McMullen, “and having this Al that appears to care 
about how your day was, remembers your birthday, knows your favorite 
movie and your favorite food—if they can actually remember these 
facts and bring them up, it would make you feel like you matter to her. 
That's what we've been trying to achieve.” 

Ethical considerations in the sex-tech industry extend to privacy 
concerns and even what materials the products are made from. The 
“body-safe” movement is one that focuses on incorporating only safe 
materials in the making of sex toys. It’s something Shawna Scott is 
passionate about. Originally from the Pacific Northwest, Scott relocated 
to Ireland, where she started one of the country’s leading sex toy retail 
outlets, Sex Siopa. 

“| decided to go with a body-safe ethos because the sex toy industry 
is largely unregulated,” explains Scott, elaborating upon the Consumer 
Product Safety Improvement Act of 2008, one of the last pieces of leg- 


equally as important.” The app was apparently recording how long 
people were using the toy for, what time of day and even body tem- 
perature readings. What shocks Scott is that it wasn’t anonymous. “I 
had to pull that from my shelves, which killed me, because one of those 
was my favorite vibrator.” 

Barry Prendergast isn’t fazed when he hears of such data retrieval. 
“With companies like We-Vibe, you have to bring some perspective 
into it,” he says, adding that every app you have on your device is 
recording everything you do. “The norm is that it’s anonymized 
though,” he notes. “People who create products and services rely on 
that data to a certain degree. They don’t need to know the name of 
the user, but the demographic and personal info is important.” 

Data harvesting allows companies to develop software that is relevant 
to their users. “It's what's being recorded that matters though, and there 
is a degree of responsibility when it comes to letting people know,” 
says Prendergast. “Google and Facebook get slapped in the press a 
lot for ‘running psychological experiments,’ but they're not. They're just 
listening to what people are doing to improve their services.” 

The Ashley Madison “have an affair” site hack was a revelation with 
regard to sex, security and the internet. It exposed that there were very 
few actual women on the site. “There were, however, plenty of bots

islation the George W. Bush Administration put through. The act re- 
quired that all children's toys wouldn’t contain phthalates, a plastic 
softener. The ban was not extended to adult toys. “If it's toxic enough 
that you wouldn’t want your children handling it, then why are we al- 
lowing it to be used in adult toys that are going to be rubbing against 
mucus membranes and inserted inside you?” asks Scott. 

Citing the big improvements in app-based couple’s toys, Scott 
draws attention to one particular brand called We-Vibe. “I stocked their 
vibrators for a time, but there was massive 
controversy when they were taking all the 
information from the toys for marketing 
purposes,” she explains. “They spent so 
much time and money making really good 
vibrators, which is fantastic, but privacy is 
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acting as honey traps,” says Prendergast. “You'd join and immediately 
be engaged by several bots, who would send you pics and promises. 
This would happen until you hit a paywall. Then you keep going and 
you keep paying. It was more than three-quarters of the traffic on that 
site, men talking to bots. They had no idea.” 

When asked how hard it would be for a company to achieve such a 
trick, Prendergast simply replied, “Medium effort. Low morals and good 
marketing.” 

With all of the ongoing advancements in the world of sex-tech and 

equipment, where does this leave the XXX industry? Thank- 
fully, porn has never been shy about moving with 

the times. “The internet owes a massive 

debt of gratitude to the world of 

porn. Online payments, video 

streaming, image com- 

pression,” Pren- 

dergast lists, 


“those aspects grew up in the online porn industry.” 

New developments are regarded as a major enhancement to the XXX 
world. Corporate CEOs, of course, 
like to walk the porn as- 
pect back a bit. “We are 
not necessarily part 
of the adult industry. 
However, our dolls 
have found their way 
into several adult 
movies, and it’s cre- 
ated a fetish in its 















own right that you're starting to see,” says McMullen of RealDoll. 
“There is certainly some crossover. For me porn and adult entertain- 
ment is just a sexual art, and we're a sexual species, so we need that.” 

Kiiroo takes a similar stance. “We see ourselves more as a tech- 
nology company than a sex toy company,” insists Timmermans. He 
then highlights the Kiiroo vision to be mainstream. “There is no nudity 
on our site. We try to provide toys and tech. Yes, we make our devices 
compatible with adult content. It's up to the consumer. Some people 
might use it as couples, who are playing around with it as foreplay. 
They might even be in the same room.” 

According to Alice Bonasio of Fast Company, a business technology 
magazine, “Many venture capital firms have ‘morality clauses’ prevent- 
ing them from investing in anything considered adult content.” This 
may explain the reluctance of companies to align themselves too 
Closely to the adult industry. 

“A lot of social media sites, or Apple, want nothing to do with [us],” 
says Scott. “They just need better programmers to work with porn pro- 
ducers and sex toy makers. That's what I’ve been trying to do with my 
shop anyway, by being the face of it, which really helps. There are a 
few more independent manufacturers, like BS Atelier and Tantus, 
where the owners are the face of the company. We need to build on 
that for the good of the industry.” 

“I'm praying for the day we get a gigolo Joe” Scott adds. “I don’t 
know if I'll see it in my lifetime. Vibrators now are so good, but | think 
male toys are going to be the next big thing. I'd love to see Versions 3 
and 4 of the Kiiroo, for example.” 

Are there potential fallouts to improved masturbatory assistance? 
“You may see a tipping point when significant numbers of people begin 
to prefer or have more succinct experiences with technology. You can 
have a more impactful orgasm whenever you want,” says Prendergast. 
“The men going their own way/alt-right/antifeminist movement would 


be a big market for this. Disenfranchised young men. These sexual op- 
portunities and this customer base will definitely meet at some point.” 
Prendergast concludes with a mention of how, in Japan, there are 
more people engaging in online relationships than there are in real- 
life ones. That similar behavior may have an impact on the pop- 
ulation down the line. 
McMullen talks about the emotional and social 
impact of sex tech: “We are in a different 
place in terms of the levels of com- 
mitment that we put into our rela- 
tionships. Loyalty is extremely 
difficult to find, and that’s really 
a big symptom as to why 
people would want to get a 
doll or a sex robot. It is hard 
to find that kind of commit- 
ment from another human be- 
ing and be able to trust them 
completely and not get hurt. A 
lot of our clients have been hurt 
repeatedly.” 
Clearly there will be ethical and 
emotional hurdles to fabricating in- 
teractive sexual partners. No science 
fiction story ever runs smoothly, however, 
and as the future of sex tech forges its uncertain 
path, we can simply enjoy the journey safe in the knowledge that at 
least we’ve come a long way from stone dildos. [¥]
